1. (OrigiMl) A folding ^paiatas for creating a stack of web TnatPrri flT compzising: 

a first belt to which a web is releasably adhered, the first bdt moving the web to a first 
side of the stac^; 

a first pair of pulleys; 

a second belt on the first pair of pidleys; 

a gripper on the second belt, the gripper periodically grqjping tbe and moving the 
web to a second side of the stack. 

2. (Original) The folding apparatus of claim I, wherein the gripper opens at one. of the first 
pair of pulleys, 

3- (Original) The folding apparatus of claim 2, Trfiereiii theweb includes anonrperforated 
area and the gdpper grips the web in the non-perforated area. 

4 (Qriginal) The folding apparatus of claim 1, wherein the first belt includes a smooth 
surface in contact with one side of die web, and wherein an iqjstream one of the fiist pair of 
pulleys includes a textured roUer pressing the wd> agamst the smooth surface of the first belt 



5. (Cuiraitly Amended) A folding apparatus for folding a web into a stack of web material, 
conzpnstng: 

a first folding unit uicludhig a first pulley, a second pulley and a first belt supported by. 
the first pulley and the second pulley, the omoofli first belt toduding a smooth surfece releasably 
gupporting adhered tR the web and moving the web to a first fold of the stack; and | 

a second foldmg unit including a third pulley, a fouifli pulley, a second belt supported by 
the third pulley and the fourth pulley, and a gripping assembly on the second belt, the grippmg 
assembly periodically grippmg the web and moving the web to a second fold of the stack. 
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6. (Original) The^paratusof dalm 5, wherein the gr^ingasse^ 

arcnmd the third piiUey and closes as it travels between fiie Ouid pulley and fourfli pulley. 

7. (Original) The apparatus of claim 6, wherein the first foldiiig unit inclTiiles atiinlHTig 
finger that inserts the web into the gripping assembly when the grippdng assembly is qpen. 

8. (CutrentlyAmeaided) The apparatos of claim 7, wheran second folding miit includes 
^^^^^faredro^er, wherein die first folding miit includes a fifth pulley that is in contact with and 
supports an inner surfece of the first belt agamst the textured roller. 

9. (Original) The apparatus of claim 8, wherein the fifih pulley is intermediate th^ 
pulley and second pulley, die fifOi pulley is adj acent die tucking finger, the fiflh pulley is 
rotat ably supp orted on a rotatable shaft, and die tucking finger is fixed to the shaft . 

10. (Origmal) The ^aratusofclaim 9, wherem the first belt includes a ptarality of first 
belts.

11- (Original) The ^aratus of claim 10, wherein one tucking finger is positioned 
intamediate each adjacent pair of the pluraKty of first belts. 

12. (Original) The apparatus ofclaim 5, wherdtn the second folding imitind^^ 

roller pressing the web against the smooth sur&ce of the first beft to adhere the web to the first 

belt 



13. (Origmal) The ^paratos of claim 12, wherein the second folding unit includes a sin^e 
shaft that rotatably si^ports the dxird pulley and soiiports the textured loU^. 

14. (Original) The folding ^paratus of claim 12, wherein the textured roller includes a 
plurali^ of textured roUeis. 
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15. (Qzigmal) The folding apparatus of claim 14, wheidnilie second belt incliides atleast 
two second belts, each belt is positianed between two of the textured rollers. 

16. (Origmal) The folding apparatus of claim IS, wbeiein each of the at least two second 
belts includes a gapping assembly. 

17. (Original) The folding apparatus assecobly of claim 16^ wherein each of the gripping 
assemblies on the at least two second belts are synchzomzed and hoiizicinlally aligned. 

1 8- (Original) The apparatus of claim 5, wherein the gripping assembly grips the web at a 
location equal to one length of an individtial sheet of the web minns the lengih of material held in 
the gripping assembly. 

19, (Origmal) The ^aratus of cMca 18, wherein the one lengih of an individual sheet is a 
length between peeforations in the web. 

20* (Original) The folding apparatus of claim 5, wherem the web is CQnlinnons. 

21. (Original) The folding apparatus of claim 5, wherein the first belt includes a belt segment 
that periodically supports Ae web, wherein 1he bdt segment travels at an angle of about 45 
degrees relative to verdcaL 

22. (Original) The folding apparatus of claim 21, wherein the first belt initially contacts a 
vertically traveling web at the first pulley, and wherein the belt segment is downstream of the 
first pulley. 

23. (Original) The folding apparatus of claim 5, wherein the second belt inchides a belt 
segment that travels at an angle of about 45 degrees relative to vedical.
